It  confirms  the  impression  that  the  Min- 
istery  of  M.  Calinescu  is  bent  upon  a  policy  of 
tolerance.  Doubtless  reconsideration  of  the  de¬ 
cree  will  follow,  and  we  may  hope  that  unhappy 
ministerial  decision  (issued  before  M.  Calinescu 
became  Premier)  will  be  definitely  withdrawn 
and  the  Rumanian  Baptists  granted  the  legal 
status  of  a  recognized  communion.  Amid  the 
fierce  pressure  of  events,  the  action  now  re¬ 
ported  is  all  that  could  be  immediately  expected, 
but  when  the  pressure  relaxes  the  question  of  a 
satisfactory  and  permanent  settlement  will 
doubtless  be  faced.” 

Dr.  G.  W.  Sadler  is  back  in  the  employ  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  He  was  private,  first 
lieutenant  and  chaplain  in  the  American  Army 
in  France.  He  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross  by  Gen.  Pershing.  He  was  13  years 
a  missionary  in  Africa,  but  had  to  give  up  his 
work  there  on  account  of  his  family’s  health. 
He  has  been  seven  years  pastor  of  First  Church, 
Liberty,  Mo.  He  now  goes  back  to  work  for  the 
Board  as  secretary  to  Europe,  Africa  and  the 
Near  East.  He  will  have  headquarters  in  Rich¬ 
mond.  His  first  assignment  is  to  visit  and  re¬ 
port  on  the  work  in  Spain  and  Palestine.

Those  who  believe  the  Bible  ought  to  be  preach¬ 
ing  it  with  all  boldness.  This  is  no  time  to  be 
affrighted  by  our  adversary  the  devil.  James  says 
“Resist  the  devil  and  he  will  flee  from  you.” 
The  people  who  don’t  believe  the  Bible  are 
cowards  at  heart.  They  are  among  those  of 
whom  Paul  says,  “Their  mouths  must  be  stop¬ 
ped.”  The  man  who  doubts  or  disbelieves  has 
no  message.  “We  believe  therefore  have  we 
spoken.”  “The  word  of  God  is  sharper  than  a 
two-edged  sword,  piercing  to  the  joints  and  mar¬ 
row.”  Don’t  be  satisfied  with  hitting  with  the 
flat  side  of  it;  it  is  the  point  that  pierces. 

A  pastor  of  a  “Church  of  Christ,”  generally 
known  as  of  the  Campbell  ite  persuasion,  made  us 
a  visit  recently.  His  approach  to  the  truth  and 
his  method  of  handling  the  word  of  God  re¬ 
minded  us  of  a  blacksmith  trying  to  repair  a 
watch.  There  are  some  things  which  cannot  be 
handled  with  hammer  and  tongs.  The  word  of 
God  is  something  which  must  be  approached  in 
the  spirit  of  humility  and  with  open  mind,  and 
not  with  cocksureness  and  blast  furnace  meth¬ 
ods.  “The  meek  will  he  guide  in  judgment,  and 
the  meek  will  he  teach  his  way.”  That  is  the 
reason  the  “Lord  made  known  his  ways  unto 
Moses,”  because  he  was  the  meekest  of  all. 
Spiritual  things  are  spiritually  descerned  and 
when  people  feel  no  need  of  the  Spirit’s  guid¬ 
ance  into  the  truth,  they  are  sure  to  go  wrong. 
And  the  worst  place  in  the  world  to  get  wrong 
is  at  the  way  to  be  saved. 

unto  you  that  they  are  the  Commandment  of  the 
Lord.”  Those  people  who  have  renounced  their 
faith  in  an  infallible  book  and  believe  they  are 
taught  by  an  unerring  spirit,  ought  to  give  us 
another  Bible,  one  of  their  own  composition.  If 
they  have  such  inward  and  unerring  guidance 
why  don’t  they  give  us  a  Bible  that  will  be 
authorative.  Of  course  the  undertaking  would  be 
ridiculous  and  absurd.  We  would  have  as  many 
Bibles  as  there  are  individual  Christians,  and 
they  would  be  as  different  and  contradictory 
as  day  and  night.  Before  the  introduction  was 
written  some  of  these  other  “Spirit-led”  in¬ 
dividuals  would  be  raising  an  outcry.  And  the 
world  would  walk  away  from  it  without  the 
slightest  concern.  It  occurs  to  us  that  these 
Spirit-led  people  would  say  we  don’t  need  any 
Bible  and  never  did. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  “The  Christian  Thinker” 
there  is  an  editorial  with  the  caption:  “Which 
Shall  Be  Our  Guide,  An  Infalible  Book  or  the 
Unerring  Spirit?”  It  is  evident  by  this  question 
that  the  writer  means  you  can’t  do  both,  and  it 
is  evident  that  the  contrast  between  the  Book 

and  the  Spirit  can  have  no  meaning  unless  it 

means  that  the  Book  is  not  the  work  of  the 
Spirit.  That  is,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Hurlbutt, 
the  Bible  is  not  the  product  of  the  Spirit,  that 
it  is  not  the  word  of  God.  That  is  a  bold  declar¬ 
ation  for  a  man  who  claims  to  be  a  Baptist 
preacher  and  editor.  Baptists  have  always  been 
a  people  of  the  Book,  and  whenever  they  aban¬ 
don  this  there  is  no  need  for  them.  And  any  man 
who  claims  to  be  a  Baptist  and  yet  is  not  bound 
by  what  the  Book  says  does  not  belong  in  the 
same  fold  with  those  whose  faith  is  based  on 

and  determined  by  what  the  Bible  says.  There 

were  certain  people  in  Paul’s  day  who  claimed 
that  they  were  spiritual,  or  Spirit-led,  and  didn’t 
have  to  do  what  the  Apostle  Paul  had  written 
to  them.  To  these  people  Paul  said,  “If  any  man 
thinketh  himself  to  be  a  prophet  or  spiritual,

It  is  a  strange  paradox  that  the  present  Ger. 
man  ruling  class  in  magnifying  what  they  call 
the  “blood  and  soil”  are  imitating  or  reproducing 
the  Jews  whom  they  so  hate  and  persecute.  The 
Jews  of  all  ancient  peoples  were  the  most  ex¬ 
clusive  on  earth.  They  were  forbidden  to  marry 
Gentiles.  They  magnified  their  race  and  glorified 
their  land.  You  may  call  it  patriotism  or  national¬ 
ism  or  fascism  or  what  not.  But  they  had  exactly 
the  same  spirit  and  the  same  ideals  as  the  Ger¬ 
man  governing  class  has  today.  Race  pride,  or 
race  prejudice,  call  it  by  whatever  name  you  like. 
They  were  the  prototype  of  the  present  Ger¬ 
many.  “Jews  have  no  dealings  (no  dot  associate 
with)  Samaritans.”  Paul  said  of  the  Jews  that 
they  are  “contrary  to  all  men.”  They  were  the 
original  Ku-Kluxers.  Of  course  the  religion  of 
Jews,  and  outdo  them.  As  to  racial  exclusive- 
changes  all  this.  All  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Ephe¬ 
sians  was  written  to  help  break  down  the  middle 
wall  of  partition,  or  show  that  Jesus  does  it.  But 
the  Germans  will  have  none  of  this.  They  look 
back  to  the  very  thing  which  characterized  the 
Jews,  and  out  do  them.  As  to  racial  exclusive¬ 
ness,  there  is  little  to  choose  between  the  Ger¬ 
mans  and  the  Jews.  It  is  ours  to  love  both  Jews 
and  Germans  and  pray  God  to  make  them  truly 
Christian. 

Every  now  and  then  we  get  an  anonymous 

letter  from  somebody  in  Jackson  rebuking  us 
for  any  criticism  of  Roman  Catholic  teaching  or 
action.  We  have  never  been  among  the  wild- 
eyed  howlers  who  make  a  business  of  attacking 
Catholics  nor  any  body  else.  We  believe  in  ab¬ 
solute  religious  liberty  for  Catholics,  Jews,  Prot¬ 
estants,  Baptists,  Atheists  and  everybody  else. 
We  try  to  carry  out  the  teaching  of  Jesus  to 
love  everybody.  But  our  love  to  anybody  does  not 
lead  us  to  approve  or  condone  his  faults,  er¬ 
rors  or  sins.  On  the  contrary  the  more  we  love 
people  the  more  we  want  them  to  get  right.  The 
Catholics  are  doing  all  they  can  in  this  country 
to  make  Catholics  out  of  Protestants.  That  is 
their  privilege;  and  as  they  believe  they  are 
right,  it  is  their  duty.  So  it  is  our  duty  to  teach 
people  the  truth.  And  it  is  an  obligation  to  warn 
against  the  dangers  of  a  system  that  has  cor¬ 
rupted  every  nation  where  it  has  had  control.  We 
believe  the  Catholic  teaching  to  be  contrary  to 
the  gospel  and  utterly  subversive  of  it.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  Romanism  is  the  antithesis  of  Ameri¬ 
canism.  No  kuklux  ever  believed  it  stronger 
But  we  do  not  believe  in  the  kuklux  method  of 
opposing  Romanism.

THE  MORTMAIN  LAWS  OF  MISSISSIPPI 

Does  it  not  seem  strange  that  of  all  institutions 
the  Christian  church  alone  should  be  discriminat¬ 
ed  against  in  the  Constitution  of  Mississippi  . 

Is  it  not  incongruous  that  the  most  predominat¬ 
ing  Christian  state  in  the  nation  is  the  only  state 
which  singles  out  the  church  to  stigmatize  in 
its  organic  law? 

Such  condition  will  not  continue  if  the  citizens 
will  adopt  the  two  constitutional  amendments 
which  are  to  be  voted  on  at  the  general  election 
in  November  of  this  year,  which  have  for  their 
purpose  the  modification  of  the  present  so-called 
Mortmain  Sections  of  the  Constitution. 

So  few  people  know  what  you  are  talking 
about  when  you  mention  the  Mortmain  Law  that 
the  proposal  should  immediately  engage  the  ac¬ 
tive  interest  and  efforts  of  all  our  Christian 
people.  It  should  be  explained  to  individuals 
and  discussed  before  groups  everywhere- 

The  matter  may  be  simply  stated  as  follows. 

What  Is  the  Law  Under  Existing  Provisions. 
Bequests  ami  devises  of  property  by  will  to 
any  religious  denomination,  corporation  or  so¬ 
ciety  are  absolutely  prohibited. 

What  Will  Be  the  Law  If  Provisions  Are 
Modified? 

Such  bequests  and  devises  by  will  may  be 
made,  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

1.  The  will  must  be  made  at  least  90  days 

before  death.  , 

•>  if  a  person  has  a  spouse,  child  or  *- 

'  scendants  of  a  child,  not  more  than  one-third  of 
the  estate  may  be  devised  to  a  religious  de- 
’  nomination,  corporation  or  society, 
j’  3.  Where  land  is  devised  it  remains  subject 

v  to  taxation  as  other  land. 

Y  4.  I^nd  acquired  by  devise  must  be  sold  m 

ten  years  from  date  acquired.

‘"When  I  speak,  I  can  but  give  out  the  text, 
and  utter  a  few  plain  words  upon  it — true  and 
earnest,  but  not  mighty.  I  cannot  sound  out  the 
rolling  periods  of  a  Robert  Hall,  nor  wing  my 
flight  to  the  majestic  heights  of  a  Chalmers.  I 
have  no  power  to  plead  with  souls  with  the  tears 
and  the  seraphic  zeal  of  a  Whitfield.  I  can  only 
tell  the  tale  of  mercy  simply,  and  leave  it  there. 
Well,  and  did  not  God  create  all  things  by  his 
naked  word?  Was  there  any  eloquence  when 
God  spake,  and  it  was  done?  ‘Let  there  be  light,’ 
and  there  was  light.  Can  ye  perceive  any  trap¬ 
pings  of  oratory  here?  At  this  day,  is  not  the 
gospel  in  itself  the  rod  of  Jehovah’s  strength? 
Is  it  not  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
every  one  that  believeth  ?  And  doth  not  our  be¬ 
loved  apostle  constantly  insist  upon  it,  that  it 
is  not  with  wisdom  of  words,  nor  with  fineness 
of  speech,  lest  the  excellency  of  the  power  should 
not  be  of  God,  but  of  man;  and  lest  man’s  faith 
should  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  man,  and  not  in 
the  power  of  the  Most  High?  Go  thou  on,  my 
brother  evangelist,  go  thou  on,  and  speak  God’s 
Word  still,  for  it  is  the  Word  which  is  mighty 
through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strongholds.

Spurgeon’s  sermons  are  without  parallel  in 
homiletical  history.  A  complete  set  of  these  in¬ 
comparable  discourses  is  at  my  elbow  as  I 
write.  They  belonged  to  the  great  preacher  and 
came  from  his  private  study  in  “Westwood.” 
They  have  been  my  constant  delight  for  thirty- 
five  years. 

Anything  relating  to  C.  H.  Spurgeon  has  a 
survival  value,  particularly  those  incidental  ref¬ 
erences  to  himself  that  lie  in  the  seams  and 
pockets  of  his  matchless  sermons.  It  may  refresh 
the  memories  of  the  readers  of  “The  Baptist 
Record”  to  have  before  them  a  series  of  Spur¬ 
geon’s  experiences  as  enshrined  here  and  there 
in  his  printed  tabernacle  addresses.

“It  is  about  eight  years  since  aa  a  lad  of  six¬ 
teen,  I  stood  up  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  to 
preach  the  gospel  in  a  cottage  to  a  handful  of 
poor  people,  who  had  come  together  for  worship. 
I  felt  my  own  inability  to  preach,  but  I  ventured 
to  take  this  text,  ‘Unto  you  therefore  which 
believe  he  is  precious.”  I  do  not  think  I  could 
have  said  anything  upon  any  other  text,  but 
Christ  was  precious  to  my  soul  and  I  was  in  the 
flush  of  my  youthful  love,  and  I  could  not  be 
silent  when  a  precious  Jesus  was  the  subject.  I 
had  but  just  escaped  from  the  bondage  of  Egypt, 
I  had  not  forgotten  the  broken  fetter;  still  did  I 
recollect  those  flames  which  seemed  to  burn  about 
my  path,  and  that  devouring  gulf  which  opened 
its  mouth  as  if  ready  to  devour  me.  With  all 
these  things  fresh  in  my  youthful  heart,  I  could 
speak  of  his  preciousness  who  had  been  my  Sav¬ 
iour,  and  had  plucked  me  as  a  brand  from  the 
burning,  and  set  me  upon  a  rock,  and  put  a  new 
song  in  my  mouth,  and  established  my  goings.

SPIRITUALISM

As  some  other  denominations,  the  Spiritualists 
have  a  church  manual  and  an  album  of  tradition, 
the  latter  believed  by  them  to  have  once  been 
and  for  all  delivered  to  the  Fox  sisters.  The 
possible  followers  are  many,  in  fact,  every  be¬ 
reaved  person  is  a  potential  member. 

Two  hundred  papers  and  magazines  set  forth 
its  claims  and  broadcast  the  testimony  of  many 
who  have  attended  a  seance  or  seances. 

Not  ignorant  of  the  value  of  reaching  the 
young,  they  have  a  children’s  lyceum. 

Their  numerical  claims  are  as  preposterous 
as  their  claims  concerning  the  departed  ones. 
In  1888  Margaret  Fox  claimed  8  million  ad¬ 
herents.  Various  spiritualist  writers  claimed 
four  million  in  1868,  twenty  million  in  1875  and 
sixty  million  in  1884.  BUT  the  U.  S.  census  of 
1900  reported  only  45,000. 

However,  little  we  may  believe  in  its  practices 
as  well  as  its  professions,  we  must  admit  that 
it  does  have  some  followers.  And  yet  these  fol¬ 
lowers  are  faced  with  an  unsurmountable  ob¬ 
stacle.  Though  they  claim  to  receive  messages 
from  the  dead,  yet  any  so-called  message  from 
the  dead  is  susceptible  of  suspicion  it  concerns 
anything  also  known  to  the  living  for  how  are 
we  to  know  that  the  information  is  not  ter- 
restial  instead  of  celestial  or  from  a  living  per¬ 
son,  instead  of  a  deceased  one. 

On  the  other  hand  if  information  is  unknown 
to  any  living  person,  how  shall  we  verify  it. 
Its  falsity  or  truthfulness  cannot  be  proved. 
Taking  all  the  claims  of  Spiritualism  and  grant¬ 
ing  (which  we  don’t)  that  they  might  be  true, 
there  is  no  reason  for  Spiritualism.  There  is  no 
cause  for  interweaving  the  two  worlds.  One  life 
at  a  time  is  enough.  Also,  God’s  Word  denies 
it  The  rich  man  asked  that  Lazareth  be  sent 
back  to  warn  his  five  brethren.  Certainly  his 
request  had  the  welfare  of  his  brothers  as  its 
source  and  it  would  have  been  a  kindly  deed. 
But  the  request  was  denied.  One  cause  given 
for  the  denial  was  that  there  is  an  impassible 
gulf  between  the  two  worlds.  David  said  con¬ 
cerning  his  dead  child,  “I  shall  go  to  him,  but 
he  SHALL  NOT  return  to  me.”

These  people  were  so  impressed  wit 
our  concern  for  their  comfort  and  saving  the 
children  from  frozen  feet,  ears  and  hands  by 
sharing  our  bedding  with  them  that  they  not 
only  heard  the  Word  willingly  but  with  great 
reluctance  saw  us  leave  the  village  of  their 
adoption. 

On  our  first  visit  to  Peitachiai  more  than  fifty 
men  and  women  enrolled  as  enquirers.  Some 
did  so  because  of  Mr.  Hwa,  the  head  of  the 
village.  Among  these  was  a  man  who  tore  down 
bis  private  heathen  temple.  But  soon  afterwards 
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a  cow  died.  Later  members  of  his  family  be¬ 
came  ill.  He  was  frightened,  and  hastened  to 
Anganghsi,  where  he  was  told  by  a  soothsayer 
that  he  had  offended  the  idols,  foxes  and  other 
animals  whom  he  had  formerly  worshipped.  He 
was  told  to  warn  the  people  against  becoming 
Christians,  to  rebuild  the  temple  and  restore 
worship  of  the  animals  which  are  supposed  to 
embody  the  spirits  of  devils.

This  gave  a  setback  to  the  gospel,  others  also 
turning  in  fear  to  their  old  gods.  But  recent  y 
Miss  Liu.  the  Bible  woman,  and  Mr.  Chang,  the 
lav  evangelist,  held  ten  days  of  meetings  in  the 
village.  The  Christians  were  enabled  to  see  the 
Truth  in  a  better  light  and  to  find  just  where 
thev  stood.  It  seemed  a  fitting  time  for  Evan- 
gelist  Ku  and  the  missionary  to  make  a  visit. 

I  wanted  especially  to  help  them  get  a  reading 
class  started,  using  a  primer  of  one  thousand 
characters  which  makes  possible  reading  of  the 
New  Testament.  Regular  weekly  worship  was 
organzied,  to  be  held  in  the  Hwa  home  and  the 
reading  class  enthusiastically  instituted,  fourteen 
enrolling,  Mr.  Hwa  teaching  this  six  nights  in 
the  week.  The  roll  of  enquirers  was  revised. 

There  are  now  forty-two  who  give  evidence 
of  being  bom  again.  These  are  to  be  prepared 
for  baptism.  They  have  now  been  formed  into 
a  regular  organzied  group,  and  later  will  grow 
into  a  church  with  their  own  place  of  meeting.  ^ 

Thus  the  work  begins  and  develops  at  these  pr

CHILD  IN  OUR  MIDST 
I.  The  Child  in  Our  Midst,  Mark  9:36-37,  10:16. 

“And  Jesus  took  a  little  child  and  set  him  in 
the  midst  of  them;  and  taking  him  in  His  arms 
He  said,  ‘Whosoever  shall  receive  one  such  little 
one  receiveth  me.’  And  He  took  them  in  His 
arms  and  blessed  them,  laying  his  hands  upon 
them.” 

The  child  in  our  midst  is  our  greatest  wealth 
and  responsibility.  Are  we  training  him  and 
bringing  him  to  Jesus? 

Recently,  I  listened  to  a  noted  psychologist  as 
he  talked  to  a  group  of  elementary  teachers.  In 
stressing  the  importance  of  the  early  training 
of  the  child  he  said  that  we  needed  the  very  best 


teachers  in  the  kindergarten  and  first  three 
grades.  For  at  these  ages  the  child  is  receiving 
his  impressions  of  life  and  school.  If  given 
proper  instruction  and  ideals  then,  when  he  gets 
to  high  school  it  will  not  matter  so  much  about 
his  teachers  for  he  will  have  had  the  proper 
foundations  laid. 

“Whatever  you  write  on  the  heart  of  a  child, 
No  waters  can  wash  it  away. 

The  sands  may  be  shifted  when  billows  are  wild 
And  the  efforts  of  time  may  decay. 

Some  stories  may  perish,  some  songs  be  forgot; 
But  this  engraven  record,  time  changes  it  not. 

"Whatever  you  write  on  the  heart  of  a  child, 

A  story  of  gladness  or  care 

That  heaven  has  blessed,  or  that  earth  has  defiled 
Will  linger  unchangeably  there. 

Who  writes  it  has  sealed  it  forever  and  aye, 

He  must  answer  to  God  on  the  great  Judgment 
Day.” 

Hitler  said,  “He  who  has  the  youth  has  our 
future.”  He  begins  the  military  education  of  the 
boys  of  Germany  at  the  age  of  six. 

It  is  said  that  in  Russia  the  kindergarten  chil¬ 
dren  march  into  their  classes  singing,  “One,  two, 
the  Bible  is  not  true;  Three,  four,  pray  no  more.” 

The  rulers  in  trying  to  stamp  out  Christianity 
realize  that  these  first  impressions  will  dominate 
the  life. 

Someone  has  said  that  “Boys  will  be  boys — 
but  they  forget  to  say  that  boys  will  be  men — 
and  the  training  that  we  give  them  now  will 
determine  what  kind  of  men  they  will  become. 

Again,  it  has  been  said,  “The  interests  of 
childhood  and  youth  will  be  the  interests  of 
mankind.”  What  are  the  boys  and  girls  in  our 
churches  doing  ?  Do  we  know  their  interests  ? 
Do  we  know  what  they  are  going  to  see,  what 
they  are  reading?  Are  we  finding  out  their  in¬ 
terests  or  are  we  too  busy  with  our  own  affairs 
to  inquire  into  their  interests? 

A  little  boy  went  to  his  daddy’s  side  while  he 
was  reading  the  evening  paper.  “Daddy,”  he 
whispered.  The  daddy  looked  up  and  said,  “Well, 
what  is  it,  what  do  you  want  this  time?”  The 
child  timidly  said,  “Daddy,  I  just  want  to  love 
you.” 

How  true  that  is.  Our  boys  and  girls  just 
want  to  be  loved,  someone  to  be  interested  in 
them  and  love  them. 

Let  us  not  be  by  our  young  people  as  Joses 
was  toward  his  brother  Jesus. 

Joses,  the  brother  of  Jesus,  plodded  from  day 
to  day 

With  never  a  vision  within  him  to  glorify  his 
clay 

Joses,  the  brother  of  Jesus,  was  one  with  the 
heavy  clod, 

But  Jesus  had  the  soul  of  rapture,  and  soared 
like  a  lark  with  God. 

Joses,  the  brother  of  Jesus,  was  only  a  worker 
in  wood, 

And  he  never  could  see  the  glory  that  Jesus  his 
brother  could. 

“Why  stays  he  not  in  the  workshop?”  he  often 
used  to  complain. 

Sawing  the  Lebanon  cedar,  imparting  to  wood 
their  stain? 

Why  must  he  go  thus  roaming,  forsaking  my

The  leaders  of  the  social  and  business  Woty 
realize  the  importance  of  the  child.  Foods,  Ix*^ 
and  advertising  of  every  nature  is  being  4. 
signed  to  appeal  to  the  child. 

In  the  last  two  years  my  experience  in  teach 
ing  seven  and  eight  year  old  children  has  made 
me  realize  the  possibilities  of  the  young  child 
and  his  ability  to  understand. 

We,  as  religious  leaders,  must  keep  up  with 
the  business,  educational  and  social  world  in  the 
training  of  the  young  child.  What  are  we  doing 
to  train  the  children  in  our  churches?  I  regret 
to  say  that  in  the  last  few  years  there  has  been 
a  steady  decrease  in  our  Sunbeam  bands  in  the 
South.  Why?

Through  our 
wells  of  prayer,  Bible  study,  mission  study  and 
magazines  we  may  find  water  to  quench  the 
thirst  of  our  young  people. 

“She  went  and  filled  the  bottle  and  gave  the 
lad  to  drink.”  Are  we  willing  to  go  to  these 
wells  and  fill  our  bottles  and  carry  them  to  our 
lads  and  lasses  that  they  too  may  grow?  God 
has  promised  to  be  with  us  and  to  guide  and 
strengthen.  The  world  is  using  every  opportunity 
to  gain  the  interests  of  our  youth.  Let  us  not 
wait  until  it  is  too  late. 

A  woodchopper  in  Florida  took  his  young  son 
and  went  into  the  woods  to  chop  wood.  The  child 
played  around  while  the  father  worked.  After 
a  while  the  father  was  startled  by  the  cry. 
“Papa,  papa,  hurry,  hurry,  papa.”  He  dropped 
his  ax  and  ran,  but  just  as  he  reached  the  place 
where  the  cry  had  come  from  he  saw  an  alliga¬ 
tor’s  tail  give  a  flap  as  he  disappeared  into  the 
swamps  with  the  boy.

Lesson  for  May  7 
PAUL  WORKING  WHERE 
GREEK  MEETS  GREEK 
Act*  16:16-18:17 


Paul  and  his  company  went 
through  Amphilpolis  and  Apollonia 
and  came  to  Thessalonica,  where 
they  entered  into  the  synagogues 
of  the  Jews,  where  Paul  preached 
Jesus  as  the  Christ  of  Jewsih 
prophecy.  The  Jews  became  jealous 
when  the  Greeks  believed,  and  they 
raised  a  mob  against  Paul,  and 
made  an  assault  on  the  home  of 
Paul's  host,  one  Brother  Jason, 
whom  they  dragged  before  the 
rulers  of  the  city,  where  they 
brought  the  general  accusation  that 
Paul  and  his  party  had  turned  the 
world  upside  down,  and  were  now 
come  to  Thessalonica  for  the  same 
purpose,  and  that  Jason  was  har¬ 
boring  them  in  his  house,  thereby 
proving  himself  a  traitor  to  Caesar, 
preaching  that  there  was  another 
king,  Jesus. 

By  night  the  brethren  sent  Paul 
and  Silas  to  Beroea,  where  they 
went  into  the  synagogue  and  taught, 
finding  a  people  who  were  willing 
to  examine  the  scriptures  to  see 
whether  Paul  was  preaching  the 
truth.  A  number  of  people  in  Be¬ 
roea  believed,  but  as  soon  as  the 
Jews  in  Thessalonica  heard  of  the 
success  of  Paul  and  Silas  in  Beroea, 
they  sent  men  to  make  trouble  for 
them  there.  Thus  the  devil  dogs  the 
footsteps  of  those  who  seek  to 
serve  the  Lord. 


Paul  went  forth  from  Beroea 
leaving  his  companions,  Silas  and 
Timothy,  and  going  as  far  as  to 
Athens.  Here  occurred  Paul’s  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  philosophers  of  Athens, 
perhaps  the  most  intellectual  group 
whom  Paul  ever  had  the  privilege 
of  addressing.  Turn  to  your  Bible 
again  and  read  Acts  17:16-34.  Here 
Luke  tells  the  story  of  the  de¬ 
livery,  and  gave  the  contents  of 
an  address  which  takes  easy  rank 
among  the  most  notable  ever  de¬ 
livered  in-,  the  world.  The  topic  of 
this  address  is  the  Christian  God. 
Paul  began  his  address  very  skill¬ 
fully,  striving  to  placate  his 
audience  by  paying  them  a  com¬ 
pliment.  Then  he  passed  quickly  to 
tell  them  that  the  God  they  do 
not  know  is  the  only  one  there  is, 
that  He  is  Lord  of  everything  there 
is,  having  made  it,  and  that  He 
can  not  be  shut  up  in  anybody’s 
temple,  is  not  served  by  men’s 
hands  as  though  He  needed  any¬ 
thing,  but  that  He  instead  gives 
to  sdl  men  all  things  they  have,  that 
He  made  of  one  blood  all  people 
who  on  earth  do  dwell,  and  ap¬ 
pointed  to  all  of  them  their  sea¬ 
sons  and  the  bounds  of  their  habi¬ 
tations,  and  that  He  did  all  this 
that  they  might  feel  after  God 
and  find  Him,  though  He  iB  very 
close  to  all  of  us.  Being  then  the 
offspring  of  God,  they  ought  not 
to  think  the  God  is  like  unto  gold, 
or  silver,  or  precious  stone,  which 


man.  The  Christian  does  not  make 
his  God,  but  the  Christian's  God 
makes  the  Christian.  It  was  very 
well  when  they  did  not  know  God 
to  go  along  and  do  the  best  they 
could,  but  now  God  summons  men 
to  learn  of  Him,  and  to  repent  of 
their  sin  and  turn  to  God;  because 
God  is  going  to  judge  the  world  in 
righteousness  on  His  appointed 
Judgment  Day,  by  the  man  whom 
He  has  appointed  to  be  the  judge  of 
all,  and  that  God  has  guaranteed 
that  this  judgment  day  is  coming 
by  raising  the  appointed  Judge  from 
the  dgad.  Here  at  the  last  (Acts 
17:30,  31)  we  have  Paul’s  concept¬ 
ion  of  the  judgment.  1.  The  judg¬ 
ment  is  certain.  The  Day  has  been 
appointed.  As  far  as  I  know,  it 
is  the  only  day  that  is  appointed. 

2.  The  judgment  is  world-wide  in 
its  scope.  “He  will  judge  the  world.” 

3.  The  basis  of  the  judgment.  The 
command  of  God.  “He  commandeth 
men.”  4.  The  standard  of  the  judg¬ 
ment.  The  righteousness  of  God. 
“He  will  judge  the  world  in  right¬ 
eousness.”  5.  The  mediator  of  the 
judgment.  Christ  Jesus.  “The  man 
whom  He  hath  appointed.”  The 
crowd  left  him  when  he  spoke  of 
the  resurrection,  but  a  few  be¬ 
lieved.  Howbeit,  Paul  went  out  from 
them  and  journeyed  down  to  Cor¬ 
inth. 

I.  Paul  in  Corinth.  Acts  18:1-17. 

Perhaps  there  was  no  city  in  the 
Roman  world  which  presented  an 
appearance  of  greater  difficulty 
than  Corinth.  It  had  once  been  the 
great  commercial  metropolis  be¬ 
fore,  but  it  had  been  burnt  to  the 
ground  by  the  Romans  in  146  B.  C., 
it  had  remained  a  ruin  until  Julius 
Caesar  in  46  B.  C.  The  new  Corinth 
became  nearly  as  large  and  pros¬ 
perous  as  the  old  had  been.  Corin¬ 
thian  pottery  and  works  of  brass 
were  transported  all  over  the  world. 
The  Isthmian  games  made  the  city 
a  centre  of  Hellenic  life.  But  as 
it  grew  rich,  it  became  wicked.  The 
patron  goddess  of  the  city  was 
Aphrodite,  unclean  goddess  who 
trifficked  in  the  sexual  purity  of 
1,000  priestesses  at  the  time  in  or¬ 
der  to  fill  her  coffers  with  gold.  In 
fact,  the  act  of  sexual  indulgence 
committed  with  one  of  her  priest¬ 


esses  was  regarded  as  an  act  of 
worship.  It  was  into  this  reeking 
cesspool  of  corruption  and  brazen 
sin  that  Paul  came  with  the  simple 
gospel  of  a  pure  life  in  Jesus  Christ 
the  Lord. 


He  found  Aquilla  and  his  devout 
wife  Priscilla  (Vv.  1-3),  and  abode 
and  wrought  with  them,  making  his 
living  with  his  hands  while  he 
preached  the  gospel  from  the  love 
of  it.  The  manner  of  this  preaching 
we  see  in  Vv.  4,  6.  He  reasoned,  he 
may  not  have  ranted,  but  he  did 
reason;  and  he  persuaded  Jews  and 
Greeks,  though  he  may  not  have 
puffed  or  panted  or  pounded  the 
pulpit  with  his  fists.  Of  course,  his 
work  in  Corinth  stirred  up  oppo¬ 
sition.  The  devil  is  on  his  job,  too, 
and  he  never  sleeps,  so  Paul  had 
to  cease  his  ministry  to  his  kins¬ 
men  in "  the  flesh,  and  go  to  the 
gentiles.  Did  you  never  hear  brother 
Solomon  Ginsburg,  the  Wandering 
Jew  of  Brazil,  say  he  thought  it 
best  that  a  Jew  should  not  under¬ 
take  to  eangelize  his  fellow  Jews  ? 
but  that  it  is  better  for  a  gentile 
Christian  to  undertake  that  work? 
So  when  Paul  got  out  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  he  had  great  success,  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  Lord  even  Crispus,  a 
Jew  not  only,  but  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue. 

But  I  suppose  Paul  must  have 
become  discouraged;  for  the  Lord 
thought  fit  to  comfort  him,  hence, 
came  in  a  vision  by  night  to  bid 
him,  “Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and 
hold  not  thy  peace:  for  I  am  with 
thee,  and  no  man  shall  set  on  thee 
to  harm  thee:  for  I  have  much 
people  in  this  city.”  Thus  encourag¬ 
ed,  Paul  abode  and  served  the  Lord 
in  Corinth  for  eighteen  months. 

In  Vv.  12-17,  we  have  an  ac¬ 
count  of  a  Jewish  effort  against

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SAYINGS  OF  SOLOMON 

Dr.  E.  D.  Solomon  is  a  Missis- 
sippian  and  will  never  get  over  it. 
He  has  been  pastor  in  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana;  also  Mission  Secre¬ 
tary  in  Louisiana.  He  has  been  for 
several  years  Editor  of  the  Florida 
Baptist  Witness.  His  editorials  are 
often  personal  experiences,  as  is 
this  one  below.  This  will  interest  our 
people.  It  was  especially  interest¬ 
ing  to  this  editor  whose  father  was 
pastor  of  Bethel  Church,  and  we 
often  went  with  him  there.  Our 
great-grandfather  and  great-grand¬ 
mother  were  members  there,  and 
their  bodies  were  buried  in  the 
church  cemetery. — Editor. 


Bethel  was  a  famous  old  Baptist 
church  a  few  miles  from  Coldwater, 
Miss.  We  were  bom  in  Coldwater  on 
Christmas  night.  Too  bad  to  spoil 
such  a  good  Christmas. 

My  mother  and  father  often  visit¬ 
ed  this  church  in  their  courting  days, 
it  was  the  custom  for  the  men  to 
sit  on  one  side  of  the  house  and 
the  women  on  the  other.  They  had 
a  “middle  wall  of  petition”  down 
the  center  row  of  benches.  Some¬ 
times  the  young  man  would  sit  op¬ 
posite  his  sweetheart  and  peep  over 
the  division,  which  came  to  the  top 
of  the  benches.  Some  of  the  famous 
preachers  of  that  day  were  pastors 
of  this  church — Hayward,  Lipsey, 
Lea,  Amicer  and  others. 

When  our  very  dear  friend  and 
college  chum,  Joel  Sturdevant,  was 
pastor  there  he  asked  us  to  help 
him  in  a  meeting,  each  taking  his 
turn  in  preaching.  Neither  of  us 
had  sermons  enough  to  do  all  the 
preaching.  One  day  we  got  on  a 
■^rampage  against  profane  language 
^■‘cussers”  and  "taking  the  name  of 
^r(i«d  in  vain."  We  said,  “A  man  who 
would  ‘cuss’  would  steal.  In  fact, 
he  was  worse  than  a  thief — a  thief 
had  more  sense  because  he  got 
something  for  his  stealing  and  what 
did  a  ‘cusser’  get  for  his  ‘cussing’? 
It  was  biting  the  devil’s  naked  hook. 
It  was  pure,  unadulatrated  mean¬ 
ness,  bubbling  up  out  of  a  wicked 
heart,  God  will  not  hold  him  guilt¬ 
less,  but  would  surely  bring  him  in¬ 
to  judgment.  You  old  cussers,  you 
are  going  to  hell,  where  you  be¬ 
long.”  They  said  we  hollered  and 
squalled  and  beat  the  table  in  front 
of  us.  The  folks  didn’t  like  it, 
especially  the  “cussers.”  The  men 
gathered  in  groups  outside  of  the 
church.  One  man  named  Baker  was 
violent.  He  was  going  to  “lick  the 
life  out  of  that  little  upstart  of  a 
preacher.”  The  more  cautious  ones 
held  him  back.  Joel  came  running 
in  the  church  and  said,  “Ed,  come 
on  and  get  away  from  here;  a  man 
is  threatening  to  kill  you.”  We  went 
to  Tom  Porter's  home.  He  married 
Annie  Echols.  She  was  the  sister 
of  Miss  Emma  Echols,  our  first 
school  teacher.  We  knew  we  were 
in  safe  hands.  Tom  was  quite 
amused.  He  said,  “Nobody  will  hurt 
you.  You  told  them  the  truth.  It 
will  do  them  good.  Stand  up  on  your 
feet  like  a  man  and  go  after  them.” 
That  was  our  first  experience  of 
this  kind  and  we  felt  awfully  bad 
about  the  affair.  We  took  to  the 
woods  to  pray.  Joel  was  not  only 
a  good  man,  but  a  mighty  man  of 
prayer.  We  have  thanked  God  all 


our  days  for  his  prayera  He  was 
much  the  older  man.  He  was  so 
kind  and  considerate  to  our  “youth¬ 
ful  indiscretion.”  We  shall  always 
love  Tom  Porter.  He  afterwards  be¬ 
came  a  Methodist  preacher  and  a 
very  useful  man. 

Well,  everybody  got  to  talking 
about  the  meeting.  They  wanted  to 
see  that  “rascalion  who  talked  so 
sassy.”  But  Joel  thought  best  for 
him  to  preach  until  things  quieted 
down.  That  man  Baker  came  back, 
but  how  he  looked  daggers  at  us. 
He  had  blood  in  his  eyes.  We  were 
not  “exactly  scared,”  but  it  made 
cold  chills  run  up  and  down  our 
back.  It  was  an  awful  feeling.  Some¬ 
how  we  were  sorry,  that  fellow 
came  back  to  church.  But  after  a 
few  services  this  man  took  Joel  to 
one  side  and  said  “Let  your  little 
fellow  preach.  I  feel  sorry  for 
him.”  So  next  day  it  was  our  time. 
The  pulpit  was  very  high  and  en¬ 
closed  all  around  with  a  door  on 
each  side.  We  refused  to  get  in  that 
enclosure,  but  stood  on  the  floor 
behind  a  table.  We  started  off  meek 
and  mild,  but  somehow  grew  bolder 
and  more  daring  as  we  proceeded. 
When  we  got  to  going  good  we 
looked  back  and  there  sat  Baker  with 
sis  baby  in  his  arms.  We  walked 
to  his  side  of  the  house,  pointing  a 
finger  at  him  and  said,  “Here  you 
are  again,  you  old  cusser,  defiling 
the  house  of  God  with  your  old 
carcas.  They  tell  me  you  curse  be¬ 
fore  your  family,  even  at  your 
table.  Then  you  want  to  whip  a 
young  preacher  who  tells  you  about 
your  sins.  If  you  don’t  repent  of 
your  meanness  God  is  going  to 
bring  you  into  judgment.” 

That  man  got  up  and  handed  the 
baby  across  the  partition  to  his 
wife  and  started  towards  the  front. 
We  thought  he  was  after  us.  So 
did  others.  He  came  and  knelt  down 
and  said,  “I  want  Joel  Sturdevant 
to  pray  for  me.”  You  talk  about 
great  and  high  experiences  in  life. 
That  was  one  of  them.  Old  Joel 
vras  one  of  God’s  “regular  custo¬ 
mers”  at  the  throne  of  grace.  He 
had  a  good  standing  in  heaven  and 
he  knew  how  to  plead  the  case  of 
sinners.  Someone  has  said,  “We 
must  learn  how  to  plead  with  God 
for  sinners  before  we  can  plead 
with  sinners  for  God.”  This  man 
was  gloriously  saved  and  led  his 
family  to  Christ.  He  was  later 
made  a  deacon.  We  met  him  after¬ 
wards  at  the  Coldwater  Associa¬ 
tion  meeting  in  the  Independence 
Baptist  Church  at  “Bucksnort,” 
sometimes  called  “Lick  Skillet.”  So 
nick-named,  they  say,  because  in 
the  early  days  the  deer  came  there 
to  lick  salt.  It  was  a  fine  com¬ 
munity.  There  is  where  the  famous 
horse  Guy  was  bom.  He  won  the 
world’s  record  in  pacing.  By  the 
way,  a  young  lady  rode  Shiloh, 
the  sire  of  this  horse,  to  the  Bethel 
meeting  and  was  converted.  We  had 
many  conversions  through  the 
prayers  of  the  pastor  and  the  work 
of  Tom  Porter  and  Mr.  Baker. 

Dear  old  Joel  has  gone  on  to 
glory,  where  he  can  talk  to  his 
Master  face  to  face.  Mr.  Baker  lived 
a  noble,  Christian  life  and  has  join¬ 
ed  his  noble  friend.  We  expect  to 
see  both  of  them  “when  Jesus 
comes  to  make  up  his  jewels”  in  the 
heavenly  land.

The  Great  Commission  soon  was 
given  to  those  thus  organized. 
(Mark  16:51).

In 
matters  touching  fellowship,  to  the 
law  of  Christ  they  yielded  (Matt. 
18:15-18)  and  when  a  member  is 
disciplined,  there  is  no  higher  ap¬ 
peal  (1  Cor.  5:45).  The  twelve  were 
Gospel  preachers  tried  and  true 
(Mark  3:14)  and  Baptist  we  might 
say  (Rom.  6:4),  because  they 
preached  the  Doctrines  then  (Rom.

(Ephe.  4:4-6).  They  preached  im¬ 
puted  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  save  (Rom.
